Entered WAC 

After. graduation, Miss Stegall 
entered the WAC as a private, 
coming out WOGJ Stegall two- 
and-a-half years later. During her 
time in the service, Miss Stegall 
spent twenty-two months overseas 
from Dec. 1943 to Oct. 1945, at 
Naples and Caeserta, Italy, and 
saw the eruption of Mount Vesu- 
vius in May 1945. 


Four New Courses 

Dr. Clark Loomis is teaching 
courses in insurance, investments, 
business mathematics and book- 
keeping. 

Dr. Loomis received his Ph.D. 
in Economics from Vienna Com- 
mercial College in Austria in May 
of this year. He also has a B.A. 
from New Mexico and an M.A. 
from Louisiana State University. 
Other graduate work includes at- 
tendance at the Universities of 
North Carolina, Illinois, and Wis- 
consin. 

In Italy at the end of World 
War II, Dr. Loomis transferred 
from the 5th Army there to the 
U.S. Allied Commission of Austria, 


commanded by General Mark W. 
Clark, where he spent four years 
from June 1945 to June 1949, 
and was in charge of the Foreign 
Trade Branch of the Economics 
Division. While there, he converted 
from military status as Captain to 
civilian status. 


Carpentry, New Course 
Billy K. Neiswanger, Carpentry 
instructor, is just starting his work 
in the Day Division of the College, 
although he has had two years in 
the evening division. His teaching 


background includes teaching ex- 
perience at Fullerton Junior col- 
lege and ten years experience at 
his trade. 


His carpentry course includes 
training in building for resi- 
dential, commercial, and indus- 
trial types, and is designed to 
teach the student fundamental 
knowledge, basic process and op- 
erations for the carpentry trade, 
being based on a two-year curric- 
ulum. 


Neiswanger has lived in Orange 
County all of his life, except for 
two years naval service around 
Okinawa and other South Pacific 
areas during World War II. In 
addition to teaching, he is advisor 
for the Buccaneers Men’s Service 
Club.

“Travelers are impressed by the 
progressive nature of Sweden, and 
the most attractive city of Stock- 
holm” said Glenn. “Stockholm is 
the most modern city in Europe, 
and one of the most modern in the 
world.” 

“One of the high spots of the 
tour was a trip on the Gota Canal 
between Gotenburg and _  Stock- 
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holm. The Gota Canal is a small 
canal built a century ago.
